(AN EDITORIAL) 
C irclev ille and P ickaw ay County are in need of im prov ed 
and ex panded facilities at B erger Hospital. 
This is a growing com m unity . A modern, up-to-date hos­ 
pital center is a v ital factor in this growth. 
Present B erger Hospital facilities, deem ed adequate sev ­ 
eral y ears ago, are now losing pace with an increasing 
population and adv anced m edical techniaue. 
We in P ick aw ay County like to be considered am ong the 
host .as far as accom p lish m en t is concerned. Howev er, 
w e are lagging in w hat w e can offer those needing hos­ 
pital care. 
Too often city and county patients m ust be referred to 
Colum bus or hospitals elsew here. Why ? Many tim es the 
nature of the illness requires this, hut too often it is sim ­ 
ply a m atter of B erger being filled to capacity or the 
lack of proper facilities to giv e sufficient treatm ent. 
T u esd ay ’s P 2 m ile lev y has the ultim ate objectiv e of 
prov iding B erger Hospital with a total of 8 8 adult beds. 
This would m ore than double the present 42-bed ov erall 
capacity . And it will do m uch m ore. 
Under its scope, it will prov ide two m ajor operating 
room s, a well-equipped fracture room, a com pletely equip­ 
ped recov ery room , an adequate p h y sio th er ap y depart­ 
m ent, a centralized and efficient x -ray laboratory and 
pharm acy and supply departm ents. 
A hospital can be considered only as good as the people 
who operate it. B erger’s Board of G ov ernor’s repeatedly 
has been assured that m odernized and ex panded facilities 
will go a long w ay in attracting m ore phy sicians and quali­ 
fied m edical personnel to serv e here. This, without doubt, 
would m ean better hospital serv ice to P ick aw ay Countians. 
Make no m istake, B erger’s gov erning body is aw are of 
current shortcom ings. P roblem s spaw ned by lack of facili 
tics, lack of m edical personnel and lack of space hav e led 
to inadequate em erg e n c y room serv ice, inadequate gen­ 
eral serv ice and out-of-proportion rates.

(AN EDITORIAL) 
Circleville and Pickaway County are in need of improved 
and expanded facilities at Berger Hospital. 
This is a growing community. A modern, up-to-date hos­ 
pital center is a vital factor in this growth. 
Present Berger Hospital facilities, deemed adequate sev­ 
eral years ago, are now losing pace with an increasing 
population and advanced medical technique. 
We in Pickaway County like to be considered among the 
hest as far as accomplishment is concerned. However, 
we are lagging in what we can offer those needing hos­ 
pital care. 
Too often city and county patients must be referred to 
Columbus or hospitals elsewhere. Why? Many times the 
nature of the illness requires this, but too often it is sim ­ 
ply a matter of Berger being filled to capacity or the 
lack of proper facilities to give sufficient treatment. 
Tuesday’s Pit mile levy has the ultimate objective of 
providing Berger Hospital with a total of 88 adult beds. 
This would more than double the present 42-bed overall 
capacity. And it will do much more. 
Under its scope, it will provide two major operating 
rooms, a well-equipped fracture room, a completely equip­ 
ped recovery room, an adequate physio-therapy depart­ 
ment, a centralized and efficient x-ray laboratory and 
pharmacy and supply departments. 
A hospital can be considered only as good as the people 
who operate it. Berger’s Board of Governor’s repeatedly 
has been assured that modernized and expanded facilities 
will go a long way in attracting more physicians and quail 
fied medical personnel to serve here. This, without doubt, 
would mean better hospital service to Pickaway Countians. 
Make no mistake, Berger’s governing body is aware of 
current shortcomings. Problems spawned by lack of facili 
ties, lack of m edical personnel and lack of space have led 
to inadequate em ergency room service, inadequate gen­ 
eral service and out-of-proportion rates. 
But it must be made clear that these are the very defi­ 
ciencies the Board of Governors are trying to correct 
when they ask for a I Vi mill improvement levy.

President Kennedy has tstabliih 
ed three facts: 
1. The United States 1$ mighty 
and ready and will fight if need 
be; 
2. The United 
States will not 
trad e under a muzzle; 
3. The United States seeks peace 
and will negotiate with anybody 
who is sincerely desirous of peace. 
W hat com es next? 
T here is no key in the corres­ 
pondence bet w e n President Ken- 
ngdy and N i k i t a 
K hrushchev 
to indicate w hat will happen next 
except that disarm am ent questions 
are left to the NATO powers and 
the W arsaw powers w h i c h could 
m ean prolonged conversations. To 
mo that clue means little more 
than the United States will not art 
alone and arbitrarily and will con­ 
sult with its allies. 
What about Ca?iro° Is it possible 
to perm it Fidrl Castro to rem ain 
a nuisance in the Caribbean? Cas­ 
tro was ignored by both the Un't<d 
States and Sa 
i Russia. His name 
w as not even m e n t i o n e d . The 
United States 
a c t ’d 
as 
though 
Cuba were a possession of So' id 
Russia; Khrushchev accepted tile 
role of suzerain W hether he con* 
suited Castro at ary point is not 
known. Essentially, the Cuban si­ 
tuation rem ain- a Russo American 
affair. But C adro is there. 
The 
question 
arises 
in every­ 
one’s mind why Khrushchev should 
have reached a deci.-ion which in­ 
cludes an element of humiliation. 
Perhaps 
the 
a n s w e r 
can 
he 
found in President Kennedy's dis- 
inclination to moke Cuba an issue 
for w ar or peace. We chose Ber­ 
lin. Khrushchov attem pted to di 
vert us from Berlin to Cuba and 
succeeded in forcing our hand. We 
established the blockade 
around 
Cuba but also exposed our readi­ 
ness to fight anywhere. We estab­ 
lished that the “ soft’* period in our 
history is over. This applies to Ber­ 
lin as it does to Cuba. Both Presi­ 
dent Kennedy and U. N. Am bas­ 
sador Adlai Stevenson em phasis­ 
ed the significance of Berlin. What 
is 
called 
“ accom m odation” 
is 
nonsense. 
K hrushchev's 
defeat 
in 
Cuba 
strengthens 
our 
position among 
the NATO powers and gives cour- 
age to both West G erm any and 
F rance concerning Berlin. Just as 
Mao Tze-tuag tested our purpose 
and strength in the Korean War 
which we lost, so Khrushchev test­ 
ed our purpose and strength in 
Cuba.

Mariner 2 spacecraft has suddenly 
developed a mysterious disorder 
in its power system . 
Project 
spokesmen 
reported 
that there had been a sudden drop 
in voltage supplied by solar panels j 
aboard Mariner 2. This caused ap­ 
prehension because it would start 
drawing power from its battery if 
the voltage drop continued. The 
battery 
power, 
needed 
later, 
would be quickly exhausted. 
Scientists at Caltech’s Jet Pro­ 
pulsion 
Laboratory 
decided

turn off Mariner instruments con­ 
ducting four interplanetary scien­ 
tific experiments. They calculated 
this would reduce the power drain 
by more than 50 per cent.

All Scripture, he says, is 
“inspired of God" — that is, 
breathed by God Himself. Peter 
bears this out in the 21st verse 
of his second letter.

N ADDITION to alienating lawmakers, he also 
succeeded in disillusioning many voters. Most 
people respected his moral opposition to capital 
punishment until he started gumshoeing around 
the state on so many death penalty cases. The 
truth serum fiasco in the Klumpp Case bordered 
on interference with judicial processes and 
brought atiout a popular outcry. 


In anotlrer key phase of his administration — 
appointments — the governor s one-man show 
handicapped him even more. With no strong 
team of top leaders to help recruit outstanding 
citizens to serve on state boards and commissions, 
or take charge of agencies and departments, he 
saddled the state with too many pedestrian office 
holders. 


As a political mam {Hi la tor, Mike DiSalle has 
had few peers in the technique of meeting himself 
coming around a corner. As governor, however, he 
really out-maneuvered himself. 


First, there was his coy attempt to become a key 
factor in the 1960 Democratic presidential conven­ 
tion by running as Ohio’s favorite son. Despite the 
growth of Kennedy support throughout the state, 
Mike held out—crossing up his own lamaa County 
party chairman. John Kelly — until Mr. Kennedy 
called his hand during their showdown meeting 
in Pittsburgh. Then the governor belatedly an 
flounced that he and his delegates would support 
Mr. Kennedy.
